WITH THE COMING OF SPRING there is a consequent increase in 
motor traffic on Canadian highways. The number of cars and trucks has 
grown rapidly in the past twenty-five years, and demands for more, and 
better roads have become familiar in almost all parts of the country. In 


steadily, however, and by 1925 it had reached 725,000. in 1948 there were 
2,085,852 vehicles registered including 1,497,409 passenger cars and 49,736 
trucks. New motor vehicles manufactured in the same year added 152,336 
new passenger cars and 77,153 trucks and commercial vehicles to these 
numbers,

concentrations of population provide more traffic, and more funds for high- 
way construction. However, the ownership of cars and trucks in rural 
areas in Canada is also great. At the time of the last censtis there was 
one motor vehicle for every 1.8 farms and no doubt this ratio will be

Every boat owner is asked to help in the campaign to prevent drown- 
ings occurring as a result ot boating accidents, by sending in their name, 
address, and number of trafisfers desired. ° Be ite ; 

The transfer is best placed*on the centre seat of the boat close to 
the side. The spot chosen should be cleaned, Directions are supplied with 
each transfer. If a really permanent job is desired, a coat of clear varnish 
can be applied over the: transfer. 

If every person who steps into a row boat, sail boat,.motor boat, or 
canoe of wood construction, realized that in the event of an upset the 
boat will likely fill with water, and settle low in the water, but it is still 
capable of supporting all its passengers if they will slip into! the water and 
quictly-hold on to the boat. The passengers will have’ to balance the craft 
by spacing themselves evenly around the boat. No éffort should be made 
to climb up on the boat as this may cause it to roll and certainly will 
push it further under water. Of course, non-swimmers are very unwise 
to go out in any small craft unless they wear a reliable life jacket. 

Every boat should be equipped with some sort of life buoy and an 
efficient, no cost type can be made by tying an airtight gallon can to each 
end of a 2 foot length of 14 inch rope. Any type of one gallon cans will 
oY found faye cA Kéep one of these buoys in the bow and one under the 
stern seat.

This spacing is important. It gives 
the plants a chance to develop.

Flowers, as well 
as vegetables, will be poorly develop- 
ed. With a little elbow room, too, 
cultivation will be- easier. 

With vegetables, of course, there 
will. be the space between the rows 
also to consider, It is a great mis- 
take to have this less than 12 inches 
for even the tiniest. If less than 
this one will have great difficulty in 
cultivating, and cultivating regularly 
is one of the most important jobs 
in the garden, 


Soil Must Be’ Fed 

No matter how naturally rich a 
garden soil is, it will benefit. from 
some applications of fertilizer. 

The gardener should understand 
that he is using his soil very inten- 
sively, very much more intensively 
in fact than does the farmer, In a 
small plot of ground a great many 
thinfs are being grown and the same 
plot of soil is used over and over 
again. Secondly, the fertilizer is 
being used for several purposes, not 
just to feed particular vegetables, 
flowers or shrubbery but to get big- 
ger and better blooms, earlier vege- 
tables, and in some cases to bring 
on growth or maturity quickly be- 
fore frost or to get ahead of disease 


or insecta, 
The best general fertilizer, of 
course, is well rotted manure but 


that is a pretty rare commodity in 
most parts of Caftada. A good sub- 
stitute and an excellent thing for 
speeding growth is chemical fertiliz- 
er, but it must be used according to 
directions. Rotted humus or compost 
willy also help build up soil and also 
digging in a ‘cover’ crop of clover, 
rye, oats, or just plain weeds,

Some Allergies 
Said Pre-Natal 


Many infants are sensitive to cer- 
tain foods they have never eaten be- 
cause they had been so sensitized be- 
fore birth, states Dr. H. E, Edwards 
in an article—- "Food Allergy” — in 
the “Memo to Mothers” section of 
the Health League of Canada’s maga- 
zine, Health, Dr. Edwards is with 
the Hospital for Sick Children, Tor- 
onto, and the Department of Pedia- 
trics, University of Toronto, 

“This may occur when a pregnant 
mother gets a food craving and over- 
indulges,” writes Dr, Edwards, “Some 
of this. food gets into her blood 
stream and through to the baby’s 
blood stream and may sensitize re- 
ceptive cells in its body.

Let Picnickers

Letting picnickers make their own 
sandwiches saves work in the kitchen 
and is more fun for all. 

Just take along the sandwich fill- 
ings and some plain bread-and-but- 
ter sandwiches or buttered rolls. 
Keep meat or egg mixtures cold— in 
an insulated container or in a deep 
dish surrounded by ice and wrapped 
in newspaper. 

Fresh vegetables can come to the 
Picnic crisp and coo] in covered jars, 
plastic bags, or wrappings of waxed 
paper or: aluminum foil—surrounded 
with ice in a pail. Wrap the pai) in 
newspapers for insulation. Keep 
fruits and bottles of fresh milk, gin- 
ger ale, or fruit juice in the same icy 
pail to keep them chilled, 

For safety, its important to keep 
meat, poultry, and egg dishes piping 
hot or thoroughly cold for picnics, 
the specialists point out. They need 
to be kept either hot or cold from 
the kitchen to time of eating. If such 
foods cannot be kept hot, it’s safest 
to chill them thoroughly before pack- 
ing and reheat or serve cold at the 
picnic. 

Picnics can be as well-balanced as 
home-served meals. Provide protein 
by including one of these on the 
menu—eggs, cheese, poultry, fish or 
meat. And have a variety of fruits 
and vegetables.

Good Suggestions 
For Walks Into 
The Mountains 


If you are going any distance into 
the mountains do not rely on an elec- 
tric flashlight. Good candles—are in- 
dispensable. A good light or “bug” 
can be made from a five pound lard 
pail or jam tin, with a jagged hole 
in the side to hold the candle and 
the handle placed lengthwise of the 
tin directly above it. 

To avoid sore feet, wear large 
shoes with small hob nails that can- 
not be felt through the soles, a thin 
pair of socks, soaped on the heel on 
the inside next to the feet, and a 
heavy pair of woolen socks over 
them, This will positively prevent 
blisters. 

If you fall into the water, no-mat- 
ter how cold the weather, take off 
your clothing and wring it out as 
dry as possible and put it on again. 
You will be warmer afterwards and 
avoid colds or worse, 

For ordinary climbing, here are 
some hints. Be careful not to start 
a boulder or rotten log if anyone is 
below you. Avoid deep draws and 
creek beds, Angle upwards where 
possible. Keep your . balance and 
don't trust to branches or brush. It 
is easier to get up a difficult place 
than down it. 


Seeding Process 
May Control 
Electricity In Clouds 


University of Chicago, E. J. Work- 
man, president of the New Mexico 
School of Mines, and S, E. Reynolds, 
project supervisor, told of experi- 
ments they had made which indicate 
that a “seeding’’ process, like that 
used to produce rain, may lessen the 
amount of electricity generated 
clouds, 

In thunderstorms moisture is car- 
ried into the upper level of the storm, 
where it freezes. And when water 
freezes electricity is generated. 

In laboratory experiments chemi- 
cals were dropped into freezing wa- 
ter.’ In this way -the New “Mexico 
investigators were able to decrease 
the amount of electricity generated 
in the freezing process. Chemicals 
were also introduced into actual 
clouds during heavy rains on three 
occasions. In each instance the elec- 
trical generating powers of the thun- 
derclouds were lessened.

ican dollars when you return to the 
States. 

Bring your cameras and any rea- 
sonable amount of film. Bring all 
your fishing tackle. Bring food sup- 
Plies if you wish. Bring seasonable 
clothing and include that old sweater; 
even the summer evenings can be on 
the ~chilly side, especially in the 
mountains. Bring your pet cats or 
dogs but have a certificate from a 
veterinarian that they: are in good 
health. This is more imporant for 
getting them back into the States 
than for getting them into Canada. 
Bring -your rifle and shot guns, but 
register them with the nearest de- 
tachment of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police. It is illegal to carry 
concealed weapons; 

Food prices and accommodation 
rates are considerably lower than in 
most states for comparable stand- 
ards, You are urged to demand tasty 
food; to eat only in public eating 
places which are bright and clean, 
and in which the service is courteous 
and efficient. Should you find it nec- 
essary to complain please do so to 
the manager, but we like your com- 
pliments also, and a friendly word of 
thanks to the waitress, the bellman, 
the service station attendant or

Sleep Is A 
Normal’ Process 


Some adults have died relatively 
young who would have enjoyed a 
much longer life span had they given 
proper “attention to the importance 
of rest, Others may have failed in 
business or home duties because of a 
bad temper, or because of jumpy 
nerves because they tired casily. Low- 
ered resistance due to overwork and 
lack of sufficient sleep very often 
predisposes to colds, Such troubles 
could well be avoided by taking more 
rest, 

The average person requires a 
minimum of 8 hours sleep every 
night. For young children, an aver- 
age of 12 to 14 hours is suggested; 
for adolescents, it should be at least 
9 or 10, if at all possible. 

Unfortunately some people find 
that they cannot sleep the required 
number of hours because they suffer 
from insomnia. Among the principal 
causes of insomnia are anxiety, and 
often it is simply a matter of fear of 
not being able to sleep. In such in- 
stances, many resort to sleeping pills, 
a practice which leads to complete 
slavery. 

Should one become conscious of in- 
somnia, or be an habitual user of 
sleeping pills, it will take a bit of 
will-power to-regain contro] and learn 
to*relax_once again_without artificial 
aids. Confidence in being able to gleep 
will return and it will become a mat- 
ter of auto-suggestion. 

The National Health Association 
states.that sleep.is a normal process 
and essential to a long active life. 
If you céntinue to be troubled with 
sleepless. nights, consult your. physi- 
cian who will help you to find the 
underlying cause.

Holidayers here need to worry lit- 
tle about venomous snakes, but pol- 
soned plants and berries have no 
skull and crossbones to warn off the 
unwary. Poison ivy can also make 
life miserable for those unfortunate 
enough to run across it, 


If you want to avoid such vege- 
table menaces to your happy holiday 
it is best to make a study of them 
in encyclopedias, or reputable nature 
books. Regina’s provincial museum 
can also give good advice about the 
untouchables of the plant world. 

Drowning is a pretty drastic way 
to end a holiday. Best way to guard 
against such a tragedy is to take a 
few simple precautions. Remember 
that swimming alone, particularly af- 
ter dark, is to court disaster.

An increase in wheat eorecee 
of 247,700 acres will bring the 
prairie total this year to 26,083,- 
700, according to the first crop 
reports of the season. 


The reports issued by Canadian Pa-

When actually buying food the well

Basic food accessories such 
as seasonings; sauces or flavorings, 
f used carefully, may be excellent 
for adding variety and contrast in the 
flavor of food, but impulse buying 
of such accessories is costly and not 
always necessary. When shopping the 
careful homemaker is constantly com- 
paring the prices per serving of the 
various forms in which some foods 
are sold, such as frozen or canned 
Vegetables, fresh or canned meats. A) 
@ood rule, to follow is to uy the 
least expensive type that suits the 
purpose. It is alsa wise to compare 
the prices of bulk and, packaged foods 
and the prices of new vegetables as 
compared to that older stored veg- 
etables. A food:sold in bulk is usually 
of just as good quality as that sold 
in an elaborate package, while new 
vegetables, granted colorful and at- 
tractive, are naturally higher priced, 

Homemakers today are making a 
practice of buying by grade. They 
yend the labels and buy the grade that 
suits their purpose. They consider the 
financial advantage oy disadvanage 
of buying such prepared mixes as 
‘pudding powder, cake or pie mixes. 
They consider each and every one of 
these factors before spending the 
family food dollar so that. it will go 
just as far as possible.
